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, PREFACE. 

The preparation of this book was undertaken in 
response to a demand for some new book of worship 
less costly than the book entitled " Prayer and Praise," 
arid of somewhat different character. The " Five Ser- 
vices," here republished, have been arranged in such 
order that the 7e Deutn may be sung on the second 
and fourth Sundays of the month, instead of the first 
and second, and various other changes have been 
made corresponding to suggestions received from 
ministers who desire to use them. Especially an at- 
tempt has been made to introduce into the "rubric " 
the utmost possible degree of flexibility. Keeping to 
what is now the generally accepted order in worship, 

— namely, (i) some Introductory Exercise, (2) a Re- 
sponsive Reading, (3) a Scripture Lesson, (4) Prayer, 

— these services permit much variety of usage. The 
introductory portion may begin with or without a 
h3rmn of praise, and may include or omit the Confes- 
sion. It may be followed by an anthem or a hymn, 
or, immediately, by a responsive reading. Provision 
has been made for either one or two Scripture Les- 
sons. The printed prayers may be read, either as a 
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whole or in part. The Minister is at liberty to substi- 
tute freely from the collection of Thanksgivings and 
Prayers, and he may use one or two prayers, or a 
litany, to introduce the prayer which he offers in his 
own words ; or, finally, he may lay the book entirely 
aside when he reaches this part of the service. The 
book thus aims to be a help in worship, and not to 
establish a tyranny of form. 

The Introductory Services for Special Occasions 
are designed to answer a request often expressed to 
the committee. They may be used with any of the 
Five Services, taking the place of the regular order 
as far as the Lord's Prayer. For these special days 
Responsive Readings have been arranged, embody- 
ing the best that could be found from many different 
sources. 

It is recommended that, as a rule, the Services be 
used either in regular succession or in accordance with 
the Sunday of the month. In this way all will acquire 
after a time that familiarity without which no liturgical 
exercise can become truly helpful, while there will be 
less risk that this familiarity may degenerate into a 
dead formality. 
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MORNING OR EVENING. 

T TAe Service may begin with the singing of the Doxology or other 
Hymn of Praise ^ after which the Minister will read one or 
more of the following sentences : 

THE hour cometh, and now is, when the true 
worshippers shall worship the Father in 
spirit and in truth ; for the Father seeketh such to 
worship him.

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Their line is gone out through all the earth, and 
their words to the end of the world. In them hath 
he set a tabernacle for the sun, 

Which is as a bridegroom coming out of his cham- 
ber, and rejoiceth as a strong man to run a race. 

His going forth is from the end of the heaven, 
and his circuit unto the ends of it: and there is 
nothing hid from the heat thereof. 

The law of the Lord is perfect, converting the 
soul : the testimony of the Lord is sure, making 
wise the simple. 

The statutes of the Lord are right, rejoicing the 
heart : the commandment of the Lord is pure, en- 
lightening the eyes. 

The fear of the Lord is clean, enduring for ever : 
the judgments of the Lord are true and righteous 
altogether. 

More to be desired are they than gold, yea, than 
much fine gold : sweeter also than honey and the 
honeycomb. 

Moreover by them is thy servant warned : and in 
keeping of them there is great reward. 

Who can understand his errors ? cleanse thou me 
from secret faults. 

Keep back thy servant also from presumptuous 
sins ; let them not have dominion over me : then 
shall I be upright, and I shall be innocent from the 
great transgression. 

Let the words of my mouth, and the meditation 
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of my heart, be acceptable in thy sight, O Lord, my 
strength, and my redeemer. 

Psalm XXIII. 

T^HE Lord is my shepherd ; I shall not want. He 
maketh me to lie down in green pastures : he 
leadeth me beside the still waters. 

He restoreth my soul : he leadeth me in the paths 
of righteousness for his name's sake. 

Yea, though I walk through the valley of the 
shadow of death, I will fear no evil : for thou art 
with me ; thy rod and thy staff they comfort me. 

Surely goodness and mercy shall follow me all the 
days of my life : and I will dwell in the house of the 
Lord for ever. 

Psalm XXIV. 

'T'HE earth is the Lord's, and the fulness thereof; 
the world, and they that dwell therein. 

For he hath founded it upon the seas, and estab- 
lished it upon the floods. 

Who shall ascend into the hill of the Lord ? or 
who shall stand in his holy place ? 

He that hath clean hands, and a pure heart ;

Show me thy ways, O Lord ; teach me thy paths. 

Lead me in thy truth, and teach me : for thou art 
the God of my salvation. 

Remember, O Lord, thy tender mercies and thy 
loving-kindnesses ; for they have been ever of old. 

Remember not the sins of my youth, nor my 
transgressions: according to thy mercy remember 
thou me for thy goodness' sake, O Lord. 

Good and upright is the Lord : therefore will he 
teach sinners in the way. 
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The meek will he guide in judgment: and the 
meek will he teach his way.

One thing have I desired of the Lord, that will I 
seek after : that I may dwell in the house of the 
Lord all the days of my life, to behold the beauty 
of the Lord, and to inquire in his temple. 

For in the time of trouble he shall hide me in his 
pavilion : in the secret of his tabernacle shall he 
hide me; he shall set me up upon a rock. 

Therefore will I offer in his tabernacle sacrifices 
of joy; I will sing, yea, I will sing praises unto the 
Lord. 

Hear, O Lord, when I cry with my voice : have 
mercy also upon me, and answer me.

The Lord is my strength and my shield ; my heart 
trusted in him, and I am helped : therefore my heart 
greatly rejoiceth ; and with my song will I praise 
him.

Behold, thou hast made my days as a hand- 
breadth ; and mine age is as nothing before thee : 
verily every man at his best state is altogether 
vanity.

Withhold not thou thy tender mercies from me, 
O Lord : let thy loving-kindness and thy truth con- 
tinually preserve me. 

For innumerable evils have compassed me about : 
mine iniquities have taken hold upon me, so that I 
am not able to look up ; therefore my heart faileth 
me. 

Let all those that seek thee rejoice and be glad in 
thee : let such as love thy salvation say continually.

TT EAR my prayer, O Lord, and let my cry come 
unto thee. 

Hide not thy face from me in the day when I am 
in trouble ; incline thine ear unto me : in the day 
when I call answer me speedily. 

My days are like a shadow that declineth ; and I 
am withered like grass. 

But thou, O Lord, shalt endure for ever ; and thy 
remembrance unto all generations. 

When the Lord shall build up Zion, he shall ap- 
pear in his glory. 

He will regard the prayer of the destitute, and not 
despise their prayer.
